A  CHOICE  COLLECTION  OF 
EARLY  WASHINGTONIA 


As  recent  as  twenty-five  years  ago,  there  was  only  a  small  handful  of  collectors  of  Washingtonia  in  the  entire  United  States  who  had 
more  than  a  casual  interest  in  the  series.  Today,  however,  the  popularity  of  collecting  the  coins,  tokens,  medals  and  other  memorabilia 
of  George  Washington,  the  most  revered  man  in  American  history  and  Founder  of  our  Nation,  has  spread  among  hundreds  of  collectors. 
Soon,  this  spiraling  interest  will  engulf  thousands  of  collectors  in  pursuit  of  Washingtonia.  Aside  from  the  historic  significance,  it  is  easy 
to  understand  the  attraction  -  all  the  material  relative  to  this  fascinating  series  is  scarce,  most  of  it  rare.  Now  seems  to  be  the  most 
opportune  time  to  acquire  such  material  while  it  is  still  available,  as  it  will  never  again  be  so  grossly  undervalued,  as  it  is  today! 


RARE  &  HISTORIC  WASHINGTON 
FUNERAL  MEDAL  IN  SILVER 

1  1799  (i.e.  probably  January-February,  1800).  Small 

uniformed  bust  of  George  Washington  facing  left, 
within  a  continuous  wreath  of  laurel  leaves;  HE  IS 
IN  GLORY,  THE  WORLD  IN  TEARS,  around. 
Rev.  A  funeral  urn  on  a  pedestal,  inscribed  GW  in 
script;  legend  in  two  concentric  lines.  Baker  166, 
identical  dies  to  the  gold  funeral  medal  sold  as  lot 
368  in  our  April-May  sale:  obverse  with  only  one 
berry  below  D,  none  below  L;  reverse,  open  8’s, 
9  runs  into  base.  Silver,  holed  for  suspension  as 
nearly  always.  Evidently  one  of  the  limited  number 
actually  worn  by  congressmen  and  other  officials 
at  the  great  civic  procession  and  memorial  service, 
February  22,  1800.  Fine,  obverse  with  attractive 
iridescent  warm  gray  toning,  though  with  some 
light  scratches  on  both  sides,  the  reverse  with 
plain  signs  of  cleaning.  Very  rare  in  silver,  scarce 
in  any  metal.  A  historic  medal,  highly  prized  by 
the  aficionado  of  Washingtonia.  ($375475) 

One  of  the  celebrated  and  most  popular  medals  from 
dies  by  Jacob  Perkins  of  Newburyport,  Massachusetts.  A 
translation  of  the  reverse  inscription  would  read:  Born 
February  11,  1732.  General  American  Armies,  1775. 
Resigned  1783.  President  United  States  of  America  1789. 
Retired  as  President  1796,  and  as  General  of  the  Army 
of  the  United  States  1798.  Died  December  14,  1799. 

2  1800  (i.e.  1803).  The  Hero  of  Freedom  Medal.  Bust 

of  Washington  in  civilian  dress,  facing  right,  name 
and  death  date  around  periphery.  Rev.  Inscription 
and  date  in  eight  lines  within  a  wreath  of  oak  and 
olive,  the  branches  crossed;  LATE  PRESIDENT  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  around 
periphery.  Baker  79.  Bronze;  38mm.  Very  Fine  or 
thereabouts,  attractively  toned  an  even  dark  choco¬ 
late  brown  patina.  Surfaces  with  far  less  than  its 
usual  quota  of  handling  marks  for  the  grade, 
though  edges  with  a  few  small  bumps.  Far  superior 
to  the  piece  in  our  April-May  sale  at  a  mere  $75. 
Rare,  listed  as  Rarity -6  by  Fuld.  ($125-150) 


VERY  RARE  ECCLESTON  MEDAL 

3  1805.  Large  Washington  “Eccleston”  Medal.  Rococo 
bust  of  George  Washington  facing  right,  armored, 
draped,  ermined,  periwigged.  GENERAL  WASH¬ 
INGTON  INSCRIBED  TO  HIS  MEMORY  BY 
D:  ECCLESTON.  LANCASTER  MDCCV.  around 
periphery.  Signed  WEBB  on  truncation  of  shoulder. 
Rev.  Indian  standing  with  an  arrow  in  right  hand 
and  leaning  on  a  bow.  THIS  LAND  WAS  OURS, 
three  concentric  circles  of  eulogy.  Baker  85. 
Bronze;  75mm.  Better  than  Extremely  Fine,  pos¬ 
sibly  originally  struck  as  a  Proof,  but  the  surfaces 
have  been  skillfully  “improved”  with  the  aid  of  a 
chamois;  a  few  light  granulations,  which  were  in 
the  original  planchet  before  striking.  Evidently 
cleaned  long,  long  ago  as  remnants  of  artificial  red 
color  still  adheres  around  the  devices,  the  fields 
superbly  retoned  an  attractive  dark  olive -brown, 
overlaid  with  bright  splashes  of  iridescence.  Rare, 
listed  as  R-6  by  Fuld.  One  of  the  most  spectacular 
of  all  Washington  Medals,  considering  its  large 
size,  high  relief,  imaginative  conception,  unique 
portrait  and  unprecedented  reverse  device.  A 
magnificent  and  historic  medal,  worthy  of  a  hand¬ 
some  price!  ($  100-up) 

Dies  engraved  by  the  British  medalist,  Thomas  Webb. 
Struck  in  1805  upon  the  commission  of  Dr.  Daniel 
Eccleston.  Late  die  state:  reverse  die  cracked  through  right 
central  legend. 


4  “1783”  (i.e.  1815-20).  Washington  Military  Bust 
Cent.  Vlack  1-A.  (Rarity4).  Small  Bust.  Nearly 
Very  Fine,  the  obverse  bold.  Dark  chocolate  brown 
patina,  the  surfaces  with  the  usual  inconsequential 
light  handling  nicks,  as  expected  in  this  grade. 

($75-100) 

Very  early  die  state,  struck  before  the  usually-seen 
extensive  die  breaks  described  by  Fuld  and  Vlack;  the 
conventional  break  between  stop  and  W,  to  end  of  bust, 
shadowy;  the  crack  from  rim  to  top.  1.  serif  of  first  E  in 
INDEPENDENCE  just  beginning  to  develop. 


5  “1783”  (i.e.  1815-20).  Washington  Military  Bust 

Cent.  Vlack  8-E.  (Rarity-3).  Large  Bust.  Better 
than  Very  Fine  in  terms  of  actual  sharpness,  though 
with  some  interesting  old  graffitti  faintly  etched 
into  the  Fields,  “John  Smith”  being  discernible 
upon  the  reverse.  Dark  steel-brown  patina,  some 
lighter  reddish-brown  at  upper  rev.,  together  with 
a  small  area  of  green  verdigris  at  lower  r.  ($50-75) 

6  “1783”  (i.e.  1815-20).  Washington  Draped  Bust 

Cent.  No  toga  button.  Vlack  1-A.  Very  Fine  and 
choice  for  the  grade,  the  surfaces  displaying  uni¬ 
form  dark  brown  color;  highly  attractive.  The  few 
picayune  signs  of  handling  are  not  discernible 
without  a  glass  and  are  of  no  importance.  ($75-100) 

Signed  “I”  on  obverse  (for  Thomas  Wells  Ingram,  of 
Birmingham)  at  gap  in  drapery  at  truncation  of  shoulder, 
above  3  in  date. 

7  “1783”  (i.e.  1810-20?)  Unity  States.  Cent.  Baker 

1.  Very  Fine,  weak  near  borders,  which  show  the 
characteristic  planchet  roughness  as  mentioned  by 
Crosby,  thus  obviously  as  made.  Brass,  as  on  a 
number  of  others  seen.  The  surfaces  unusually  free 
of  signs  of  abrasions,  with  attractive  deep  yellow¬ 
ish-gold  patina  around  the  devices,  elsewhere 
mellowing  to  dark  olive.  The  wreath  design  copies 
that  used  on  the  Large  Cents  of  the  1797-1807 
period.  ($75-100) 

8  n.d.  (1815-20).  Double  Head  Cent.  Baker  6.  Fine, 

evenly  worn,  medium  to  light  chocolate  brown 
color.  A  few  minor  signs  of  handling,  nothing  of 
any  consequence.  ($50-75) 

9  1791.  Washington  Cent.  Large  Eagle  on  reverse. 

Baker  15.  Usual  edge  letters,  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA,  rev.  side  reading  up  (unusual). 
Microscopic  traces  of  the  die  crack  from  rim  to 
bust  1.  of  date,  no  die  rust.  Nearly  Extremely 
Fine,  patinated  a  pleasing  chocolate  brown  color 
with  a  few  lighter  modulations.  We  note  a  curved 
(scratch-like  but  faint)  planchet  flaw  on  the  upper 
part  of  the  bust  into  field,  together  with  equally 
shallow  lamination  defects  on  rev.  affecting  eagle’s 
left  wing  and  ONE  CENT.  Since  they  were, 
undoubtedly,  on  the  original  flan  before  striking, 
and  therefore  inherent  with  its  mode  of  manu¬ 
facture,  we  consider  them  to  be  relatively  unim¬ 
portant.  Overall,  a  very  attractive  example  of  this 
extremely  popular  piece  of  Washingtonia.($  150-250) 

10  1793.  Ship  Halfpenny.  Same  obverse  die  as  last. 
Rev.  Ship  sailing  right;  HALFPENNY  above,  date 
in  frame  below.  Lettered  edge,  PAYABLE  IN 
ANGLESEY  LONDON  OR  LIVERPOOL.  Baker 
18.  Choice  Extremely  Fine,  reddish-brown  around 
the  peripheral  devices,  darker  in  centers.  Washing¬ 
ton’s  shoulder  and  epaulet  and  upper  part  of  ship 
weaker  due  to  the  usual  severe  die  failures,  but 
elsewhere  as  bold  as  these  ever  come.  Planchet 
slightly  defective  with  light  granular  areas  on  either 
side.  Exceptionally  choice,  almost  completely  tree 
of  any  signs  of  handling.  Far  superior  to  the  exam¬ 
ple  in  our  April-May  sale  at  $170.  Scarce.($200-300) 

1 1  1795.  Grate  Cent  (i.e.  Halfpenny).  Baker  29.  Regu¬ 
lar  type,  Washington’s  coat  with  large  buttons. 
Diagonally  reeded  edge.  Extremely  Fine,  the 
iridescent  steel-brown  surfaces  retaining  consider¬ 
able  original  prooflike  gloss,  though  centers  par¬ 
tially  cleaned.  ($75-  ) 

Early  obverse  die  state,  the  break  at  FI  of  FIRM  small. 
The  dies  for  the  Grate  Cents  were  cut  by  T.  Wyon,  and 
the  pieces  struck  by  J.  Good,  both  of  Birmingham, 
England. 


SONS  OF  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION  MEDAL 
AND  ORIGINAL  STEEL  HUB 
12  National  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution.  Membership  medal  and  original  steel 
hub  for  the  obverse  die  of  same,  both  pieces  made 
by  the  firm  of  Bailey,  Banks  and  Biddle,  of 
Philadelphia.  The  gold  and  blue  enameled  medal 
(30mm.  x  80mm.)  depicts  a  Continental  soldier 
standing  on  a  mound,  cannon  in  background,  trees 
and  mountains  in  distance,  date  1775  in  exergue. 
Rev.  Bust  of  George  Washington  facing  right, 
SONS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION  around,  date  1883 
below.  The  oval  centerpiece  is  surrounded  by  a 
scalloped  frame,  upon  which  are  thirteen  stars 
representing  the  original  colonies,  and  topped  by 
the  American  eagle;  engraved  on  the  rev.  of  frame, 
R.  C.  Oliphantj April  8 ",  1893/ and  the  member¬ 
ship  number,  1203,  and  hallmark  on  back  of 
eagle;  the  original  yellow  and  blue  ribbon  missing 
on  this  piece.  An  extremely  rare  combination,  to 
offer  not  only  the  scarce  and  historic  membership 
medal,  but  also  the  original  steel  hub,  upon  which 
the  artist  engraved  his  design  in  bas  relief;  from 
this,  actual  working  dies  were  prepared,  thence  the 
medals  themselves.  This  pair  possibly  represents 
a  unique  offering.  Of  museum  quality  and  histori¬ 
cal  importance!  ($900-up) 


CHOICE  UNITED  STATES  COINS 


13  1858.  Flying  Eagle  Cent.  Small  Letters.  Almost 

Uncirculated,  some  prooflike  gloss  evident.  Mostly 
boldly  struck,  as  all  feathers  on  eagle  sharp  and 
distinct.  Highly  attractive  surfaces,  cleaned  long 
ago,  now  retoned  to  a  very  natural  appearance  with 
blends  of  pale  and  dark  golden  olive.  Popular  as 
the  final  year  of  only  two  years  as  a  regular  issue. 

($240-300) 

14  1909.  Lincoln  Head  Cent.  With  designer’s  initials, 

“V.D.B.”  on  lower  rev.  border.  Brilliant  Uncircu¬ 
lated,  choice,  with  virtually  full,  original  blazing 
mint  red  and  frosty  mint  bloom,  the  color  just 
beginning  to  mellow  slightly.  Only  a  few  micro¬ 
scopic  “flyspecks”  away  from  absolute  “Gem” 
quality.  Highly  coveted,  not  only  because  of  the 
first  year  of  issue,  but  due  to  the  controversy 
surrounding  this  original  issue.  ($15-20) 

When  these  cents  bearing  the  designer’s  initials  first 
appeared,  newspaper  attacks  followed,  demanding  the 
prompt  removal  of  the  “V.D.B.”  from  the  coin.  The 
Mint  succumbed  to  public  pressure,  and  a  revised  design 
was  released  later  in  the  same  year  with  the  controversial 
initials  entirely  omitted.
